job - and was the basic cause of 
high food prices. 
The land spec­ 
ulator was characterized by Bran­ 
nin as a greater enemy to the wel­ 
fare of the nation than the food 
speculator, because his policy of 
holding land idle or poorly improv 
cd Re >t. from cultivation the prime 
source of all food. The program of 
the Homestead 
Loan 
and 
Land 
League, which aims to stop land 
speculation and make it easy for 
people to get

plained. 
It provides that two constitution­ 
al amendments be submitted to Die 
people of Missouri in November, 
1918, by the use of the direct in­ 
itiative. 
Tile first declares that 
the state shall raise the bulk of its

a loan fund shall be established 
to enable citizens of Missouri with­ 
out capital M acquire homes, eith­ 
er in the country or in the citv. 
No loan is to he for more than 
$3000. tile rate of interest is to be 
three per cent and the time is to 
he twenty years. 
Mr. Brannin declared that th*4 
tax feature of the program would 
result in making a man owning idle 
land use it for some suitable pur­ 
pose or sell it to some one at a 
reasonable price, w ho would use it, 
since it would 
be unprofitable for 
one to hold it idle and pay the tax 
on it. 
At the same time the mar 
who was making good use of his 
land would in most rases pay less 
taxes than he had been paying, be­ 
cause of the exemption of improve­ 
ments from taxation. He said that 
this feature alone would make for 
a great stimulation to industry and 
would be of great advantage to the 
commercial interests on the stai*4. 
This would he reflected in increas­ 
ed wages and

There are now four thousand mem­ 
bers of the Porto Rico chapter iii 
San Juan alone, and se veral hun­ 
dred more in the other towns, with 
the number increasing every day. 
The Porto Rico chapter is said 
h e r e to be the first chaptei of tlie 
American Red Cross te lie organiz­ 
ed outside of continental Unit d 
States. 
The 
charter 
was 
not 
granted until May I, two? mon!bs 
after citizenship had 
been 
con­ 
ferred on the Porto Ricans by ail 
act of congress, and the recogni 
tion of Porto Rico as a territory of 
the United States was I he decid­ 
ing factor in granting the charter. 
On account of the newness of 
the organization tile campaign for 
members dbl not stop at the end 
of the national Red Cross we *k, 
but will continue until the maxi­ 
mum number is secured. 
It is ex­ 
pected that 25,000 members will 
be obtained before the end of the 
c a m p a i g n . Committees are at work 
in all of the large towns and are 
boing organized in the small ones. 
H ie campaign thus far has been 
solely for membership, Hie funds 
collected coming from the initia­ 
tion fees, but as soon as the en­ 
listing movement is well organized 
throughout the island, a campaign 
for funds will begin. 
The Porto Ricans are displaying 
a remarkable spirit of patriotism. 
Tb' ir interest in tho work and mis­ 
sio n of the Red Cross is heighten­ 
ed because of the fact that Porte 
Rican troops already are in Urn 
United States service, and because 
others soon will be called to the 
colors.

Each ol such boards is in charge of the 
registration cards of persons registered in the area over which 
lie* board has jurisdiction, and has jurisdiction of all claims 
for exem ption except those based on industrial grounds.

board is. 


II — D I S T R I C T 
B O A R D S 
In e v e r y federal judicial district 
the re are one or m ore distric t boards having appellate jurisdic­ 
tion over a n u m b e r of local boards and having original jurisdic­ 
tion of claims for exem ption on industrial grounds.
